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WORKING AND LEARNING 
DISNEY'S CO-OP/INTERN PROGRAM 


Since 1972, Walt Disney World has worked with a number of 
Cooperative and Intern programs. These programs allow 
selected students to put into practice the principles they are 
learning at colleges and universities. 

Cooperative (or Co-op) students alternately work at Walt 
Disney World and attend school, usually working three to six 
months in a location here and then returning to school for the 
same length of time. Intern students, on the other hand, are 
summer employees working just for the experience. They are 
carefully selected and placed only in course-related 
positions. 

Although it is our policy to promote from within wherever 
possible, there are some professional areas where a specific 
expertise is required that cannot be taught on-the-job. The 
Co-op/Intern program allows us the opportunity to evaluate 
the potential of selected students, while at the same time 
assisting the student in learning the practical application of 
their studies. 

You'll find Co-ops and Interns working throughout the 
company ... Foods (Culinary and Food & Beverage Super- 
visors), WED (Industrial and Interior Designers, Architects), 
Wardrobe (Fashion Designers), Facilities (Industrial Engi-

DO YOU HAVE A VALID 
PARKING STICKER? 


Have you been having trouble com- 
ing through the gate because you are 
driving a vehicle without a valid 
sticker or no sticker at all? This can be 
easily solved by following the simple 
steps below: 


1) To update your sticker, you 
need to bring your WDW ID and your 
pink inspection receipt to the ID Of- 
fice. After receiving your renewal 
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strip, do not remove any part of your 
WDW parking sticker in order to affix 
the new renewal strip. 

2) If the vehicle is owned by you or 
your immediate family, you may put 
a WDW sticker on the vehicle. To do 
so, you must bring: 

(a) Your WDW ID, 

(b) Vehicle registration or transfer 
paper, 

(c) The pink inspection receipt. 

Employees may have a maximum 
of two (2) stickers. Before you dispose 
of your privately owned vehicle, 
upon termination or in the event you 
require a new sticker, scrape your 
parking sticker off your vehicle and 
return the remains to the ID Office. 
This includes the base sticker and the 
renewal strip. 

3) In the event you purchase a new 
vehicle, your car is owned by a 
friend, neighbor, etc., or any vehicle 
being used temporarily, you can 
obtain a temporary vehicle pass by 
bringing the following to the ID 
Office: 

(a) Your WDW ID, 

(b) Paperwork showing who owns 
the car and the type of vehicle it is 
(registration, title, inspection receipt, 
etc.). 

If by chance you need the pass ex- 
tended, return it to ID. If you pur- 
chase a new vehicle, this pass is only 
temporary until your registration 
comes through. Upon receiving your 
registration, follow the steps in- 
dicated above for getting a new 
sticker. 

The ID Office and Security would 
greatly appreciate your cooperation 
in this matter. If you have any ques-
